ent, publisher of an intelligence report and lecturer, 
Mr. du Berrier is making a significant contribution 
to the American freedoms and the war against Com¬ 
munism.

Dr. Susan Huck, a graduate of Syracuse University 
with advanced degrees from the University of Mich¬ 
igan and Clark University, began her working career 
as a cartographer and photo-interpreter, making maps 
of widely scattered parts of the world.

I Mrs. Brown agreed , and spent^nine years in the Communist Party in Cleveland, 
I Ohio... .reporting all the while to the FBI.” She finally "surfaced" in June 
of 1962, and, in her testimony before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, identified more than one hundred members of the Communist Party. 
The H.C.U.A., in a summary of those hearings, stated tha't "Mrs. Brown's 
testimony was productive of much new and useful information concerning 
Communist tactics in fund raising; racial discrimination within the Com-, 
munist Party; the implementation of 'united front' tactics which was pres¬ 
cribed as the 'chief task' of the party at the December 1959 National Con¬ 
vention in New York City." 

But Mrs. Brown felt that more, much more, had to be done to alert others to 
the grave and immediate threat that Communism poises to the freedoms of 
every American. She decided to take this warning directly to the 
American people. 

In hundreds of speeches across this country, Mrs. Brown has declared that 
"Communists are not interested in helping Negroes, but are only using us 
and the so-called civil rights movement to advance their own goal of world 
conquest." She has repeated this warning in frequent appearances on radio 
and television, in numerous newspaper and magazine articles, and in her 
explosive autobiography, I Testify , published by Western Islands.

Mr. Andrews. I appreciate that. In this week’s Newsweek there is 
an article in “The Periscope” saying, “New TACTics by the Birchers. 
The John Birch Society plans to expand its nationwide campaign to 
link the civil-rights movement and communism. The society already 
is supporting some 454 local TACT (Truth About Civil Turmoil) 
committees, which use booklets, films and public speakers (usually 
billed as ex-FBI undercover agents) to spread their word. Current 
TACT strongholds: California, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, Idaho, 
and Colorado.” 

This looks like more or less a deliberate attempt on the part of an
